The majority of the 
stock of the Journal, it wras pointed 
out, was ow’ned by Mr. Barnes. Con­ 
tracts, it was claimed, 
were farmed 
out to the 
Argus 
company, 
which 
paid the Journal 
company 
15 
per 
cent. “Padding of public printing for 
the benefit of the Journal company” 
was described in the report. Another 
part read: 
“Duplicate payments for 
public printing made to 
the Journal 
company.” 
One excerpt says: “The most con­ 
spicuous beneficiary of 
graft, public 
.extravagance and draining of the mu­ 
nicipal treasury 
we 
find to be Wil­ 
liam Barnes himself, as owner of the 
majority of the stock 
of the Journal 
company.” 
The “Murphy-Barnes incident” was 
mentioned in the report. 
Colonel Roosevelt said: “I received 
a letter from Mr. Barnes about the 
state printing 
after

mended that a printing house be es­ 
tablished. 
Mr. Barnes said such a 
step would be a socialistic propagan­ 
da.

“The valleys of South America are 
greater in fertility than any other re­ 
gion in the world,” Mr. Gorgas said 
“I believe in time to come we will see 
a more intense civilization in these 
tropical countries than we now find 
in the temperate zone.. This move­ 
ment is nowr commencing, and will 
affect the southern states first. The 
Gulf of Mexico and the Caribbean sea 
will prove to the south what the Med­ 
iterranean is to Europe.”

DEATH RIDES WITH THIS FILTHY INSECT 


University 
of 
Missouri 
Professor 
W arns People of the State of 
Great Danger From the 
Annoying Pest. 


Leavenworth, Kas., April 39.—The 
special carrying Mayor Donn M. Rob­ 
erts and fourteen others convicted in 
the Terre Haute election conspiracy 
case arrived at the United States pen 
itentiary at 10:45 o’clock this morn­ 
ing. 
The trip began at 1:50 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon from Indianapolis. 
After “ dressing in” had been com­ 
pleted Mayor Roberts and his asso­ 
ciates entered {he dining room, where 
with 1,308 others they partook of their 
first meal in prison. 
W ardell 
Morgan 
said it had not 
been determined what tasks would be 
assigned the men. 
This w ill he de­ 
cided after physicians report on their 
habits and health. 
Places will prob­ 
ably be found for them as clerks and 


orderlies. 
Joseph Strauss, one of the six pris­ 
oners permitted by Judge Anderson to 
make the trip unaccompanied, arrived 
shortly after the others. 
He went 
through the same routine as those 
under guard. 
Strauss said the remainder of the 
unaccompanied men would arrive to­ 
day. 
“ It is ray forty-ninth trip to Lea­ 
venworth with prisoners,” said Mark 
S oren, 
United 
States 
marshal 
in 
charge of the party. 
“ This is as jolly 
a bunch as I ever took there.” 
During the stop of the train at K an­ 
sas City, a photographer on the plat­ 
form took a flashlight picture of Ed ­ 
ward Holler, former chief of police of 


Terre Haute, who was leaning out of 
the car window'. 
The flash startled 
Louis Nunley, assistant city engineer 
of Terre Haute, w ho is under a 2-year 


sentence. 
“ W hat’s th at0” he a«ked. 
‘‘A photographer took Ed. H oller’s 


picture,” someone announced. 
“ Take it and put it in every paper 
in Ute country,” someone replied. 
“ Yes, he’s a snitch,” said another. 
Holler, who is under sentence of 
I year and I day, sat all the way from 
Indianapolis on the rear seat of the 
cai ostracised by his fellow travelers. 
He pushed himself as far as he could 
into the corner and pulled his hat 
down over his eyes. 
Not one of his 
companions would speak to him. His 
companions derided him because he 
bad turned Hat s a tYide^ca. 


“ Death rides with the house fly,” 


said Dr. M. P. Ravenel, professor of 


medical bacteriology 
and preventive 
medicine at the University cf 
M is­ 
souri, as he crushed a million lives 
with a swatter. 
“ That one fly,” said Dr. Ravenel, 
“ might have been the cause of a hun­ 
dred cases of typhoid fever.” 
Dr. Ravenel says that 
now is the 
time to take 
up 
arms against the 
house fly and incidentally against ty­ 
phoid fever, for the fly is one of the 
carriers of this disease. Flies feed on 
excrement and then find their way to 
food, the milk bottle or the lips of 
children. Typhoid fever is also spread 
through polluted drinking water, but 
it always comes from existing cases 
of the disease. The supply of water 
should be examined, 
and if it is of 
doubtful quality it should be boiled 
before drinking. 
M ilk also is a car­ 
rier of the germs. They gain entrance 
to the milk bottle through milk cans 
that are washed in polluted w'ater. 
“ The disease,” 
said 
Dr. Ravenel, 
“ is characterized 
by 
headache and 
more or less severe diarrhoea, a dis­ 
case which finds its chief location in 
the bowels. 
The typhoid germs do 
not have a strong 
powrer 
of resist­ 
ance, and their spread is due main­ 
ly to carelessness in the community 
in which they appear. 
Open privies 
are#apt to pollute the water supply of 
a town. 
Antitoxin 
vaccination has 
had good effects 
in 
preventing the 
discase. The year 1914 was a bad one 
for Missouri as regards this disease. 
There were severe 
outbreaks 
in a 
number of places. 
The department of preventive med­ 
icine furnishes the material for vac­ 
cination free of charge to all physi­ 
cians of Missouri.

Girard, a mechanical expert employ­ 
ed bv the Willy-Overland company, 
of Toledo, Ohio. 
In the front seat of 
the 
automobile 
with 
Girard 
was 
Elm er Harris, 
of 
923 
W est 
Third 
street, this city, w'hile the rear seat 
was occupied by Paul McAninch, one 
of the proprietors of the Mc-Aninch- 
Henderson garage; Philip Janssen, an 
automobile mechanic employed there, 
and Homer Baltzell, the 
latter 
of 
Hughesville, Mo. 
All five occupants of the machine 
were injured, Girard and McAninch 
being caught beneath the car and 
severely hurt. 
Girard vvas in a ser­ 
ious condition for several hours, al­ 
though his recovery is anticipated to- 
dav. 
Girard was not fam iliar w'ith the 
road he was traversing at a rapid 
rate of speed, and as he coasted down 
Muddy hill and reached a point near 
the bridge approach he failed to make 
the proper turn at a curve. 
The ma­ 
chine and occupants went off the ap­ 
proach, knocking a 
wooden 
railing 
dow’n, scaling a sapling of its bark, 
and striking a telephone pole and 
breaking the pole off near the ground 
and also {it a point about eight feet 
above. 
An entire section of the pole 
was carried out by the machine, leav­ 
ing tile top part of the pole hanging 
by wires above. 
The machine, after 
striking 
the 
pole, Tell to the ground heavily, roll­ 
ed over on its side and caught Mc­ 
Aninch and Girard beneath, render­ 
ing them entirely helpless. 
Janssen, Baltzell and Harris were 
throw'n entirely free from the ma 
chine into the creek, and soon pulled 
themselves out, bm being injured and 
greatly excited, were unable to extri­ 
cate Girard and McAninch from their 
position under the machine. 
Janssen secured first aid to the in­ 
jured by running 
to 
the 
Hoffman 
farm home, three and one-half miles 
west of the city, and a : hprt distance 
east of the bridge, from which place 
he telephoned to 
“ Rio *” 
Fullerton, 
night man at the McAninch garage, 
to hurry out with a car and help to 
raise the automobile

and Girard. 
Fullerton “ picked up” a number of 
taxicab and carriage drivers and rush­ 
ed to the scene, and brought the vic­ 
tims of the wreck to Maywood hospi­ 
tal, where they received medical at­ 
tention, and where Garard aud Mc­ 
Aninch now are patient-. 
Girard has injuries about the chest, 
suffered a slight concussion of the 
brain

dav he wras spitting blood, and the 
hospital physicians are of the opinion 
he may have injured one of his lungs. 
Close examination failed to show any 


fractures. 
Paul McAninch has severe bruises

Janssen had his left

hurt, ligaments being cut and torn, 
and he also was injured about the 
back and had his knee slightly sprain­ 
ed.

CATTLE AND GRAIN MARKETS! MANAGING THE DAIRY BULL 


Allowing Animal to Run With Cows 
Is Not Good Practice—Plenty of 
Exercise Is Urged. 


(By G. W. BARNES. Arizona E xperim ent 
I 
Station.) 


I 
The practice of permitting a bull to 
run with the dairy’ cows cannot pos­ 
sibly be recommended. 
Especially’ is 
this true during the breeding season, 
and with the dairyman who is milk­ 
ing a large number of cows and has a 
constant demand for milk, it means 
practically the entire time. 
A bull 
kept in a small paddock where ho 
gets plenty of exercise, pure water 
and food rich in bone and muscle- 
j forming material such as alfalfa, oats 
and wheat bran, will be more vigor­ 
ous aud give better service than a 
bull permitted to run with the cows. 
It is very 
essential 
that the 
bull 
should have plenty of exercise, which 
he cannot get if confined in a stall. 
Where it is impossible for the owner 
to fenfce securely about one acre for 
I the bull, he can very easily provide 
the necessary exorcise, by stretching

The date of the sale will be fixed 
by Special M aster Chester H. Krum, 
with approval of the court, and reor­ 
ganization will follow the sale. 
The 
plans of the reorganization commit­ 
tee must first be submitted to the pub­ 
lic service commissions of the states 
through which the road operates . 
Edward C. Eliot 
represented 
the 
Bank of Commerce of New York and 
other interests at Thursday’^ confer 
ence. 
He told Judge Adams that the 
receivers’ 
notes, 
amounting to $16,- 
478,850, with interest, fall due August 
I, and that, in order to meet this pay­ 
ment, the road must be sold.
